I saw it going! I-saw it going! 


That mysterious something, |! 
saw it going! I can scarcely de- 
scribe it, but it seems so real, 
so grand, so convincing, so pow- 
But few peo- 
ple understand it because it is 
mysterious. “Great is the mys- 
tery of godliness,” wrote the 
great Apostle to the Gentiles, 
and truly godliness is a mystery. 


This mysterious somevhing is 
not words, or jestures; it is 
neither elopuence nor oratory, 
but it goes out from men and 
women who are possessed with 
it. Let a man who is filled. with 
it stand and speak to a congre- 
gation and whether a plain word 
is uttered or not the influence is 
felt and the audience is affected. 


It is not always what is said 
that does the most good, al- 
though the speaker should al- 
ways say the right thing, but it 
is the mysterious something that 
accompanies the words. Many 
times speakers have affected 
their hearers more while speak- 
ing with other tongues than 
when speaking ina language 





that could be understood. 


I once saw an auroraborealis 
as it rolled up in the northern 
sky. Its majestic appearanc: 
and streams of lisht caused me 
to stand and watch it with a 
feeling of awe. I Jooked upon it 
with amazement and wonder as 
it mounted up higher and high- 
er into the heavens. It covered 
the entire northern sky and its 
extreme forward approach was 
almost straight over my-head. 
It appeared at times like great 
billows of fire leaping and roll 
ing and seething and foaming 
The scene had such an effect 
upon me that I have never for- 
gotten it. 


I can imagine that this mys- 
terious something that is so ef- 
fective would be something like

At 
the close of a discourse I was 
about to make the altar call. I 
raised my hand and was about 
to speak when a blue mist seem- 
ed to cover the entire audience. 
I saw it like billows of smoke 
as it descended upon the heads 
of the people. Many fell off 
their seats, screaming and pray- 
ing for mercy. Some started to 
run and fell. I was so affected 
with the mysterious something 
myself that I did not know all 
that was soing on arourd. I car- 
not deseribe the scene. But I 
could ‘see the something like 
smoke or blue vapor as it mov-

used to be frequent when I was| 


regularly in revival work. I re- 
luctantly gave up that kind of 
work when I was selected to 
take charge of the publishing 
department. Since being forced 
to remain in the office so closely 
I have not seen so much mani- 
festation of that peculiar phe- 
nomenon, but I believe the paper 
must be filled to an extent with 
that same mysterious some 
thing, judging from the thou- 
sands of testimonies that have 
flooded this office for the last 
ten years. 


I have never heard of any pa- 
per having such an effect upon 
its readers as has been reported 
about the Evangel. I do not un 
derstand it, but I truly rejoice 
because it is true. The rolling 
and boiling and leaping and 
rushing and seething and foam 
ing seems to flow out from here 
in one continuous stream, judg- 
ing from reports that come to 
us every week. It is indeed 
wonderful. And I think I feel 
another phenomenon rising now 
as I am giving out this message 
to-night. I do not attribute this 
to my personal efforts or good- 
ness, but it is because God is 

ere and He has selected this 
place to put His name, and He 
uses the Evangel as a special 
medium through which He can 
lavish His blessings upon the 
multitudes to whom it flies by 
way of the government’s mails. 


Speaking of mystery reminds 
me of some of Paul’s declara- 
tions, among which he _ says, 
“Let a man so account of us, as 
of the ministers of Christ, and 
stewards of the mysteries of 
God.” (1 Cor. 4:1.) Why not we 
be allowed to occupy some of 
these positions? Why should we 
be criticised if we place  our- 
selves alongside of Paul as min- 
isters of Christ? Not that we 
are as great, but as servants of 
Him who said, “Go ye into all 
the world.” For the sake of il- 
lustrating and convenience at 
this time, surely no one will ob- 
ject to this comparison with 
Paul and whoever he means by 
saying, “Let a man so account 
of us.” Who knows but he 
meant this prophetical and that 
it applies to us now as well as to 
some body with him then? 


Forget about that now and go 
with us into this mystery. The 
word “account” carries with it 
a vastness of meaning. As it is 
used here, Let a man reckon or 
hold us to be ministers of Christ, 
and stewards of the mysteries 
of God. Let it be acknowledged 
that we are ministers of Christ, 
and stewards of the mysteries. 
Let all doubts of this De removed 
and as the statement is made 
let it-be accepted. And it will

Does it 
seem different from the common 
way of reading it? Well, if it 
does, there are no objections yet 
are there?

Obey the rulings of the great 
Assembly and = make their 
monthly reports regularly.

The ministers and 
churches that failed to make 
their reports for Nov. and Dec. 
are requested to make them sep- 
arately from the others and 
send to headquarters at once.
